Workers from The 
Wildlife Trust for Birming¬ 
ham and the Black Country 
will be tackling areas of 
woodland on the Milking 
Bank Estate. 

By thinning dense areas of 
young planted woodland and 
introducing new plant and 
tree species, they hope to 
create attractive areas for 
people to enjoy and for 
wildlife to flourish. 

Grant 

A grant of £14,650 has 
been awarded to the project. 

The woodland areas of 
Milking Bank dating from 
the 1990s have not been 
managed since being 
planted and are quite dense, 
with lots of bramble and 
nettles underneath. 

Su James, of The Wildlife 
Trust, said: “We want to 
engage local schools and 
community groups in the 
projects so that volunteers 
will be trained on how to 
manage woodlands and will 
learn about our diverse local 
wildlife.” 

The team will encourage 
native woodland flowers like 
bluebell, wood anemone and 
primrose to flourish. They 
will also use material gath¬ 
ered from thinning trees for 
the benefit of wildlife.

HEAITH CENTRE IS

THE results of a consultation on the 
future of Dudley’s walk-in health 
centre will be revealed at a public 
forum next month. 

Health bosses are proposing shutting the 
centre at Holly Hall Clinic in Stourbridge Road. 
More than 3,000 people responded to a consul¬ 
tation to give their views on the plans. 

Hundreds of people have signed a petition calling 
for the centre to remain open. 

Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) has a £1.4 


million contract with 
healthcare firm Primecare 
to run the clinic but bosses 
say this cash may be better 
spent allowing people to see 
their own GPs. 

Officers and GPs will be 
sharing the results of the 
consultation at the health¬ 
care forum meeting on Feb¬ 
ruary 13. 

Proposals 

Among proposals being 
considered is an extension to 
opening hours of practices 
where out-of-hours services 
would be available. 

A new urgent care centre, 
based at Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital, is also proposed. 

Healthwatch Dudley, 
which represents the views 
of patient, has been drafted 
in to carry out an independ¬ 
ent patient survey of people 
attending the accident and 
emergency department at 
Russells Hall Hospital and 
at the walk-in centre. 

Dr Steve Mann, from 
Dudley CCG, said “We know 
it is really important to feed 
back to people after any con¬ 
sultation - to close the loop 
and let people know how we 
have listened and taken 
their views and opinions

into account when making 
our decisions. 

“This event is an opportu¬ 
nity for local people to come 
and talk to us about this, we 
will be holding more events 
across the borough and 
these will be advertised on 
our website soon.” 

Among those who have 
campaigned for the centre to 
stay open is Dudley North 
MP Ian Austin, who said it 
provided a vital service. 

He said the consultation 
gave no guarantee that out- 
of-hours services would 
match the centre’s opening 
times and capacity.

The site was formerly the 
Hayes factory and buildings 
were demolished in 2010. 

The plans have sparked 
some opposition from neigh¬ 
bouring businesses.

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Family of biker say justice has been done

THE family of a motorcyclist killed in a 
crash say they can sleep easier knowing 
justice has been done after a motorist 
was found guilty of causing his death. 

Richard Edmonds, of Bewdley, was 
found guilty of causing the crash which 
led to the death of keen biker Allan 
Green, of Cradley Heath. He was sen¬ 
tenced to four months, suspended for a 
year, and banned from the road for 
three years. 

Mr Green’s family, who were at 


Stafford Crown Court to hear the sen¬ 
tence, said it was a fair ruling. His 
widow Audrey, aged 66, his son Gavin 
and daughter Claire Walker, 32, spoke 
after the verdict. 

Son Gavin, 42, said: “We are glad the 
case has come to the right conclusion. 

“It has been 15 months since my dad 
passed away and it has been a very hard 
and distressing time for us as a family. 

“We thought that the sentence was 
very fair, although it would have been 


good to see him banned from the road 
for good. We can sleep a bit easier 
knowing that justice has been done, 
even though it won’t bring dad back.” 

The family said Mr Green, a motor¬ 
bike enthusiast, was travelling from 
his home to meet biking friends at the 
Pit Stop cafe at Quatfordwhen the 
crash happened. 

Mrs Green added: “He loved life and 
was the heart and soul of our family 
and he was very interested in bikes.”

Bid to trace forgotten heroes

HE gave his life in service of his country and, 
nearly 100 years on, a group of volunteers 
are trying to find the story behind a village’s 
forgotten hero from the First World War. 

Members of the Wall Heath and 
Kingswinford War Memorials’ Research 
Group have traced the details of around 100 
servicemen from two world wars who are 
commemorated on memorials in the vil- 
ages. 

The group was formed in 2012 by Joy 
Marshall, who as a schoolgirl,would walk 
past the Wall Heath memorial every day. But 
despite the best efforts of the volunteers, 
they have so far failed to find any informa¬ 


tracing soldiers from names on the war 
Church, Kingswinford 

tion about a serviceman called F Willetts, 
who was killed during the First World War 
and whose name is recorded on the memo¬ 
rial at Kingswinford. 

The group, which Joy runs with her 
friend Lis Corfield and husband Guy Mar¬ 
shall, is also seeking information about a J 
T Williams, who lost his life in the 1914-18 
war, and a W Holden who died in the Second 
World War. The group is hoping to produce a 
book of remembrance entitled The Lost 
Sons of Wall Heath and Kingswinford.

AN 82-year-old driver has been found guilty of 
causing the death of a motorcyclist in a horror 
crash - and walked free from court. 

Rider Allan Green, of Cradley Heath, was flung 130ft 
from his motorcycle and died in the crash caused by Richard 
Edmonds when he pulled out of a junction onto the A458 


near Bobbington. 

Edmonds’ Vauxhall Corsa 
emerged from Six Ashes 
Road crossroads onto the 
main road when it collided 
with Mr Green’s BMW 
R1200 motorbike on 
October 30, 2012. 

Father-of-two Mr Green, 
66, a retired fabricator 
welder, from Gawne Lane, 
suffered multiple injuries. 
He died at the scene. 

Both vehicles caught fire 
because of the impact of the 
crash and Edmonds had to 
be pulled from the Corsa by 
bystanders moments before 
it burst into flames. 

Tears 

With tears streaming 
down his face, Edmonds told 
Stafford Crown Court the 
‘horror’ of seeing flames 
engulf his car as his leg was 
trapped beneath the steer¬ 
ing wheel. 

“I couldn’t get out of the 
car - my door was being 
engulfed by flames,” said 
Edmonds, who denied the 
charge of driving without 
due care and attention. 

“Two people broke open 
the passenger door and they 
were shouting ‘you’ve got to 
get out, it’s going to blow’. 
They said ‘we’ve got to get 
you, you’re going to die’. 
Once I was out of the car, I 
was on my hands and knees 
- my legs were like jelly. 

“Some people then gave 
me a chair and a lady gave 
me a blanket from her car 
because I was shaking. The 
woman said ‘put your head 
on my shoulder’. She asked 
‘who are you?’, but I couldn’t 
remember my name. She 
then put the blanket over my 
head and the car exploded.

“I’ve had a lot of coun¬ 
selling to get over this.” 

Edmonds added that he 
was completely certain the 
road was clear when he 
pulled out to turn right, 
having checked nothing was 
coming either way repeat¬ 
edly. But, when asked by 
prosecutor Mr Andrew 
Jackson whether he looked 
to the left once he was in the 
carriageway having heard 
what he described as a 
‘roaring noise’, Edmonds 
replied ‘no’. 

“If you’d have looked, 
there’s a chance of you being 
able to take action to avoid 
the accident, or brake,” said 
Mr Jackson. “Yes, sir,” 
replied Edmonds. 

He was sentenced to four 
months in jail, suspended for 
a year, after being found 
guilty by a jury of driving 
without due care causing the 
death of Mr Green. 

Edmonds, a freelance 
journalist of Dowles Road, 
Bewdley, was banned from 
the road for three years and 
told he must take an 
extended driving test before 
he can be allowed back 
behind the wheel. 


Zoo is to 
have new 
entrance 

FINAL preparations are 
being made ahead of work 
getting under way on the 
next stage of a £10.1million 
masterplan to link three of 
the Black Country’s biggest 
tourist attractions - Dudley 
Zoo, the castle and the Black 
Country Museum. 

A new visitor entrance for 
the zoo is part of the work 
aimed at boosting visiting 
numbers. It will be built at 
the back of the existing car 
park behind JB’s in Castle 
Hill. 

Revised plans have been 
lodged with Dudley Council 
by the zoo. 

Sculptures 

Chief executive Peter 
Suddock said: “We’ll be 
getting started very soon 
and will have most of it com¬ 
pleted by the summer.” 

An open piazza is planned 
with animal sculptures and 
seating. As part of the 
scheme, a joint 600-space car 
park at the back of the site is 
also being built. 

A route will also link the 
three attractions. 

A visitor hub will also be 
created to provide visitors 
with information about all 
three sites. 

Prison term 
appeal falls 

A BUSINESSMAN jailed for 
not clearing a towering 
rubbish pile has failed to 
quash his sentence and be 
freed. 

Robert McNaughton was 
sentenced to six months in 
prison for contempt of court 
after failing to meet dead¬ 
lines to remove waste from 
Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd in 
Moor Street, Brierley Hill. 

Last week he applied to 
crush the ruling and be 
released from prison at a 
hearing at the High Court in 
Leicester. 

But after hearing evi¬ 
dence from the Environ¬ 
ment Agency in court, Mr 
Justice Haddon-Cave dis¬ 
missed the application and 
returned Mr McNaughton to 
prison.

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Woman is 
jailed for 
bike theft 

A WOMAN who carried out 
a £1,600 burglary at the 
family home of a former 
boyfriend has been jailed for 
15 months. 

Joanne Mulholland, 25, 
broke into the house in Pen- 
fields Road, Stourbridge, 
with 19-year-old Andrew 
Carr on August 22, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard. The couple, who both 
have previous convictions, 
were seen by a neighbour 
putting a mini scrambler 
bike into a taxi, said prosecu¬ 
tor Mr Kevin Jones. 

The owner, who had 
allowed Mulholland to live 
at the house while she was 
going out with his son, 
returned home to find the 
Suzuki machine had been 
stolen along with jewellery, a 
TV and a lap top. None of the 
items have been recovered. 

Carr was on bail at the 
time after breaking in to 
another house and stealing a 
TV 

Miss Samantha Powis, 
defending, said Mulholland 
of William Street, Brierley 
Hill, wanted money to buy 
food. She admitted the Pen- 
fields Road burglary and was 
put behind bars for one year, 
and three months. Carr, who 
pleaded guilty to both break- 
ins, was sentenced to 26 
months in a Young Offenders 
Institution.

Mother dies after 'inspirational' cancer battle

HER four-year battle with cancer 
has been described as ‘inspirational’. 

Debbie Hickman, who turned her 
hand to careers as varied as market¬ 
ing and farming before moving to 
New York has died at the age of 58. 

Born in Kingswinford, her father 
was property developer Jeffery 
Hickman, owner of the Hickman- 
Stanmore construction group. 

She was married to Martin Dunn, 
who began his journalistic career on 
the former Dudley Herald, and went 
on to become editor-in-chief of the 
New York Daily News, where he was 


once reputed to be the highest-paid 
newspaper editor in the world. 

Following her death earlier this 
month Mr Dunn said: “For four 
years, Debbie’s struggle against 
cancer was an inspiration to every¬ 
one who knew her. ” 

Ms Hickman leaves children 
Tomjo and Bertie. 

Although she was born in the 
Black Country her family moved 
when she was a child to Bridgnorth. 
After attending Alice Otley School, 
Worcester, Ms Hickman worked in 
marketing. During the 1990s she 


kept a farm in Crowle, Worcester¬ 
shire. 

Her future husband attended 
Dudley Grammar School until he 
was 17, when he joined the Dudley 
Herald as a £10-a-week trainee. The 
couple initially met through mutual 
friends in the 1970s, and rekindled 
their friendship more than 20 years 
later. Mr Dunn went to work in 
Boston, Massachusetts, but 
remained in touch with Ms 
Hickman. 

In 1993 he became the editor of 
New York Daily News after signing a 


£1 million-plus contract. He 
returned to Britain in 1996 to work 
on a cable television project, and 
became close to Ms Hickman. 

The couple then moved to the US 
where Mr Dunn returned for a 
second spell in charge of the New 
York Daily News, and remained at 
the paper until July 2010 when he 
announced his wife was ill. Debbie 
died at her home in Greenwich, Con¬ 
necticut on January 11 with her 
family at her side. A memorial 
service was being held in Chaddesley 
Corbett yesterday. Debbie Hickman 



Shoddy work could have 
poisoned elderly resident 


A GAS fitter left an elderly man at risk of expo¬ 
sure to carbon monoxide poisoning after 
failing to fix a part to a boiler correctly, a court 
heard. 


At another property Paul Cresswell installed dangerous 
wiring that could have left a live current running through 
pipework, heard Dudley Magistrates’ Court. 

Cresswell had been working illegally on gas installations 


at two homes in Stourbridge I 
without registering with the I 
authorities. An investiga¬ 
tion was launched by the 
Health and Safety Executive 
into his work after one of the 
residents complained. 

Lapse 

He had displayed Gas Safe 
signage on his van, falsely 
indicating he was autho¬ 
rised to work on gas appli¬ 
ances. Mr Cresswell had 
been registered with Gas 
Safe between July 7, 2011, 
and July 6, 2012, but 
allowed his registration to 
’apse. 

Cresswell, aged 44, of 
Beccles Drive, Willenhall, 
pleaded guilty to four 
charges of contravening 
health and safety regula¬ 
tions at an earlier hearing. 

He received a 12-month 
community order and was 
told to complete 180 hours 
unpaid work in the commu¬ 
nity. He also has to pay costs 
of £1,270.14 to the Health 
and Safety Executive. 

A previous hearing was 
told that work Cresswell

carried out at a flat in 
Hanbury Court, Stour¬ 
bridge, was so poor that 
there was a ‘realistic and 
probable’ chance of carbon 
monoxide entering the prop¬ 
erty because he had failed to 
fix a flue correctly. 

The court heard previ¬ 
ously that he carried out 
shoddy work at a house in 
Vale Street, where wiring he 
installed had the potential 
for pipes to become live. 

Mr Lee Preston, defend¬ 
ing, referring to the poten¬ 
tial carbon monoxide 
problem, said: “He did not 
have his Gas Safe card 
accreditation at the time so 
he could not sign off on the 
installation.” 

He said Cresswell main¬ 
tained he had told the cus¬ 
tomer that it could not be 
used. However, the court 
heard that the pensioner 
had been using the boiler. 

District Judge Michael 
Wheeler said: “I take into 
account that these 
serious allegations.” 


Families are evacuated 

TWO families, including one with a baby, were evacuated 
from their flats when cracks opened up in the walls and 
kitchen surfaces began to move. 

Firefighters were called to the three-storey building in 
High Street, Lye, by a concerned resident living in one of 
two flats. They discovered the building was unstable due to 
work being carried out to knock down a wall between two 
ground floor shops. The decision was made to evacuate the 
eight residents.

Burglar traced by blood stain at scene 


A BUNGLING burglar has been 
jailed after being traced to a 
home he broke into - by blood he 
left on a freezer. 

Peter Hodgetts made off with an 
iPod, iPad, jewellery and £150 in 
cash after breaking into the home in 
Highfields Road in Coseley. 

But while smashing a kitchen 
window with a screw driver to get 


inside, Hodgetts cut himself and left 
blood at the scene. After initially 
denying the burglary in police inter¬ 
view, the 31-year-old admitted the 
offence when officers showed foren¬ 
sic evidence. 

Convictions 

Hodgetts, of Kent Road, Park- 
fields, Wolverhampton, was jailed 
for 20 months after pleading guilty 


to burglary at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. Hodgetts already has 
24 convictions from 51 offences on 
his criminal record - although this 
was his first burglary offence. 

He was also accused of stealing a 
Kindle e-book reader and £2,500 in 
cash from the housebut he denied it. 

The case proceeded because the 
additional items did not make a dif¬ 
ference to sentencing. 


Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting, said 
the owner had left the home at 
1.40pm on November 28, before 
returning to find the house burgled 
at 4.30pm. 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, defending, 
accepted Hodgetts had a long crimi¬ 
nal history. He said he had remained 
out of trouble for two years from 
2005, until the death of his father 
which ‘knocked him sideways’. 


Major community role 
for children's centres 


HEALTH workers will be asked to advise more 
families to use services at children’s centres 
in Dudley in a bid to boost visitor numbers as 
part of revamp plans. 

It is one of the recommendations being considered by 
councillors following a consultation into their future. 

Another proposal is to increase the services that are 


offered at the centres, which 
would help reduce costs. 

A consultation was 
launched after council 
bosses announced seven of 
the borough’s 20 centres 
would close in a bid to save 
£2.3m. 

Outrage 

But Dudley Council leader 
Councillor David Sparks 
was forced to make a U-turn 
after the plans sparked 
outrage and campaigners 
took to the streets. 

Now proposals are being 
considered which would see 
centres encouraged to work 
with other services such as 
credit unions, citizen’s 
advice surgeries and health 
clinics. They would also be 
promoted as a meeting place 
for different community 
groups. 

A report, which will be dis¬ 
cussed by the council’s 
overview and scrutiny man¬ 
agement board, said: “Com¬ 
mittee members recognise 
that savings need to be made 
in the current financial 
climate but also note that

leading up to 2015 there will 
be significant opportunities 
for local partners - the local 
authority, health, voluntary 
groups and others - to offer 
greater integration in the 
delivery of services, includ¬ 
ing early intervention. 

It adds: “Local partners 
should explore opportuni¬ 
ties for children’s centres to 
become community hubs for 
health, social care and other 
services such as credit 
unions, citizens’ advice sur¬ 
geries and be the meeting 
place of choice for commu¬ 
nity groups.” 

The report also says that 
is believed there are 
‘untapped opportunities’ to 
improve the reach of chil¬ 
dren’s centres.

Man has £320 court bill 
for smashing windows 

A 29-year-old man may have used a hammer to smash a 
mother and daughter’s house windows, a court heard. 

Bryn Edwards, of Lunt Road, Bilston, admitted criminal 
damage in Thornberry Drive, Dudley, at the homes of 
Deborah and Emma Price.District Judge Michael Wheeler 
fined him a total of £130 and ordered him to pay £170 com¬ 
pensation - £85 for each window - and £20 victim surcharge 
at Dudley Magistrates Court. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said Edwards knew the 
two women and they suggested he had used a hammer to 
cause the damage. 

He added that Edwards had been ‘angry’ and looking for 
Deborah Price’s daughter Emma. 


THE writing was on the wall when Chris 
Cook’s business outgrew the garage at his 
home. Now sign-writer Chris has moved 
into a new studio at the Red House Glass 
Cone in Wordsley - along with his loyal com¬ 
panion, Benji the West Highland terrier. 

Chris, aged 37, who was brought up in 
Oldbury, runs AKC - named after his late 
father, Arthur Kenneth Cook - and counts 
Estee Lauder among his biggest clients. 

He started the business up at his Words¬ 
ley home eight years ago but it was getting 
too big. As a fan of old buildings and indus¬ 
trial architecture, he felt drawn to the 18th 
century cone - now a museum and crafts 
centre - for his new base. 

He had also designed signs for two of the 
cone’s other businesses, the Red Cone 
Coffee House and SMD Clocks, Crafts and 


Stained Glass. And, when he found there 
was a vacant studio, complete with exposed 
brickwork and hefty wooden beams, he 
knew it was just the place for his expanding 
business. 

Selfridges 

Chris designs, manufactures and installs 
vinyl signs and he recently turned Manches¬ 
ter’s branch of Selfridges pink for breast 
cancer awareness. 

In 2012 he wrapped his van in pink vinyl 
to raise £4,500 for Cancer Research and 
MacMillan Cancer Support - another 
tribute to his father, who died aged in his 
mid 60s from cancer 16 years ago. 

Chris, originally from Lion Farm, said: “I 
love being based here. It sounds silly but I 
just felt drawn.” 


Family in 
tribute to 
father, 78 



THE family of a model aero¬ 
plane enthusiast have paid a 
tearful tribute following his 
inquest, saying: “He was our 
rock - he has left a huge void 
in our lives.” 

Stafford Screen, 78, from 
Wollescote, a trophy¬ 
winning member of Black- 
heath and Halesowen Model 
Aircraft Club, died from 
heart complications follow¬ 
ing surgery to treat severe 
back pain at Birmingham’s 
Royal Orthopaedic Hospital. 

An inquest at Smethwick 
Coroners Court this week 
heard how Mr Screen had 
faced a tough decision over 
whether to have the lumbar 
spine fusion surgery follow¬ 
ing six months of back ache. 

Dr Adrian Gardner, con¬ 
sultant orthopaedic spinal 
surgeon, said he could have 
died in three months if he 
did not have treatment. 

Complications 

Following an operation on 
Christmas Eve 2012, Mr 
Screen suffered complica¬ 
tions and was taken into the 
high dependency unit. He 
was then taken to Russells 
Hall Hospital’s intensive 
care unit but his condition 
further deteriorated. Dr 
David Stanley, unit consult¬ 
ant, said nothing more which 
could be done to save his life 
and Mr Screen died from 
acute pericarditis at Dudley 
on January 2, 2013. 

Giving a narrative 
verdict, Black Country 
coroner Robin Balmain said: 
“Death was due to complica¬ 
tions, probably bacterial 
infection, which followed 
elective surgery properly 
indicated and performed.” 

The family of the retired 
consultant engineer, of 
Stevens Road, paid tribute 
to him. 

His daughter Debbie said: 
“We have lost a wonderful 
and irreplaceable father. 
Wife Pamela added: “We 
miss him terribly.” 

Mr Screen competed in 
model plane flying, repre¬ 
senting Great Britain on 31 
occasions including 23 con¬ 
secutive World and Euro¬ 
pean Championship teams 
from 1977 to 1999. 

He also leaves another 
daughter Susanne and four 
grandchildren.

They identified that it was 
coming from one of the 
homes in the road and when 
they knocked the door Tue 
Dinh Dau answered. They 
established the 50-year-old 
did not speak English but he 
did show the officers inside 
the property. 

Taxi 

Dinh Dau pleaded guilty 
to production of a class B 
drug, cannabis, at Dudley 
Magistrates Court. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “It transpires 
that the majority of the 
house had been turned over 
to growing cannabis.” 

Mr Cooper said that in 
interview Dinh Dau claimed 
he did not know they were 
cannabis plants. 

“He got a friend to put an 
advert on the internet 
looking for work,” said Mr 
Cooper. “An unknown 
person hired him to look 
after the plants. 

“He was given a taxi lift 
from London to Stour¬ 
bridge. He was handed the 
keys and told to look after he 
plants. 

The hearing was 
adjourned and Dinh Dau, of 
no fixed abode, was 
remanded in cusody to 
appear at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on February 6 
for sentence. 

West Midlands Police say 
no charges have been 
brought against a 31-year- 
old man arrested on January 
6 in connection with the inci¬ 
dent. He is now being dealt 
with by immigration. 

Faster food

BOOK shelves, plant holders and a 
model bike - people dealing with 
mental illness are putting their 
woodwork skills to the test as part of 
a social enterprise. 

More than 40 members of Wood- 
side Crafts in Dudley have produced 
dozens of items to be sold at a newly- 
opened shop in the town centre. 

The social enterprise trains 
people with mental illnesses in the 
skill in a bid to help them regain 
confidence and prepare them for 
employment. Money raised from the 
shop in King Street is used to buy 


new equipment and space for the 
work and training. 

Martin Marston is one of three 
directors who set up the enterprise 
in 2012 and then oversaw the 
opening of the shop in November. 

Breakdown 

Mr Marston, aged 51, thought up 
the idea after receiving help from 
Woodside Centre following a mental 
breakdown in 2010. 

After being discharged in 2012, he 
wanted to help others who had been 
through the same experience. 


He said: “People lose their confi¬ 
dence, their sense of worth follow¬ 
ing a breakdown, so it’s vital they 
can get all the support possible. 

“Training people with a skill such 
as woodwork is life changing. It 
brings them together, increasing 
social skills, and provides them with 
a purpose and the chance to get 
experience in retail and business.” 

The other group directors are 
Chris George and Paul Morgan. The 
trio hope to raise £5,000 from the 
shop for woodwork equipment so 
they can help more people. 


Call for Centro to cut costs 
before reducing transport 


RUNNING costs should be cut at a transport 
authority before free train and tram travel for 
pensioners ‘because they built this country’, 
it has been claimed. 

West Midlands transport authority Centro says it has to 
slash £14 million from its £146m annual budget because the 
cash-strapped councils that fund it have been forced to 
make cuts of their own. It has launched a consultation on 
the proposals, which also include cutting the budget of the 
door-to-door Ring and Ride service used by pensioners and 
disabled people. ■ by Alex Homer

Council Jeader, Councillor need to be just as strong 


Darren Cooper, highlighted 
that Centro spends around 
£19.5m on its operational 
costs - such as buildings, 
management and staff. 

Trim 

He says Centro must trim 
that bill before ‘attacking’ 
the services it is tasked with 
providing. 

Leaders of the seven West 
Midlands district councils 
that fund Centro - Wolver¬ 
hampton, Sandwell, Dudley, 
Walsall, Birmingham, 
Coventry and Solihull - 
asked Centro to consult on 
ways to cut 10 per cent from 
its budget. 

Councillor Cooper said: 
“Why are they even thinking 
about taking the money out 
of frontline services rather 
than looking at reducing 
operational costs? Once they 
did that, perhaps they would 
not be talking about stop¬ 
ping a free rail and tram 
pass. And Ring and Ride is a 
vital service to many vulner¬ 
able people. 

“There are other ways of 
doing this. I think service 
users may also pay a bit 
more to keep these services 
going. 

“I will be driving the 
message that pensioners 
should not be the ones that 
should be getting attacked. 
They built this country. 

“My fellow council leaders 


rather than the weak-kneed 
response they have made to 
Centro so far.” 

Under Centro’s current 
consultation, options to save 
money include: children 
paying two thirds of the 
adult fare on buses instead 
of half; removing free local 
rail and tram travel for eligi¬ 
ble people or introducing an 
annual charge of around 
£30; reducing the grant to 
Ring and Ride; reducing the 
number of taxpayer-funded 
bus services. 

The move would not affect 
free bus travel for pension¬ 
ers and the disabled 
between 9.30am and 11pm, 
which Centro is obliged by 
the government to fund. 
However, it has previously 
found the money to extend 
this service to trains and 
Midland Metro trams. 

It must find £14m savings 
over the next two years. 
Centro chairman, Council¬ 
lor John McNicholas, said it 
had already cut £3m out its 
operational costs in four 
years and planned to find an 
extra £3m of the £14m nec¬ 
essary savings by further 
reductions in operations. He 
added: “A £14 million reduc¬ 
tion in Centro’s budget 
would require some 
extremely tough choices to 
be made.” 

Centro will decide on its 
budget on February 14.

THE WAY I SEE IT 

We must tackle the 
growing homes crisis

7 want the government to make 
an ambitious commitment to

RECENT figures 
show that there’s a 
growing crisis in 
housing and I’m not 
convinced that the 
government is 

making the best deci¬ 
sions to tackle it. 

There is very little house 
building taking place so 
prices are high for people 
who want to buy and there 
aren’t enough affordable 
homes for people who have 
to rent. 

Not everyone is lucky 
enough to buy their own 
home and many do not 
qualify for housing from the 
council, so renting from a 
private landlord is virtually 
their only option. But huge 
demand means that private 
rents are expected to rise by 
39 per cent by 2020. 

At my surgeries I also hear 
many horror stories about 
private landlords, from the 
lack of repairs to the fear of 
being thrown out with little 
notice and, of course, the age 
old problem of deposits not 
returned. 

I have also dealt with 
serious cases of anti-social 
behaviour where private 
landlords do nothing to keep 
their tenants in check and 
allow them to make other 
people’s lives a misery. I 
think we need stronger rules 
and regulations in this area 
that are fair to tenants, land¬ 
lords and local communities. 

I helped get funds for new 
homes that have been built 
on Priory Road, the Wrens 
Nest and in Gornal but the 
building of new council 


houses hasn’t been able to 
keep pace with growing 
demand, and waiting lists 
have gone up by 98 per cent 
in the last ten years. 

It isn't the council’s fault - 
building houses is expensive 
and they just don’t have the 
cash. The council currently 
has around 23,000 homes, 
they need to be looked after 
and fairly allocated when 
one comes up to rent. 
Another government policy 
- the bedroom tax - has 
caused a lot of upheaval and 
misery for not much benefit. 

The government's help to 
buy scheme is fuelling demand 
for first time buyers getting 
their own home but it’s 
pushing up house prices. 
Average house prices in the 
West Midlands are now nine 
times the average income, 
making home ownership a 
fantasy for many local families. 

All in all, housing is a 
minefield at the moment. 
Families, couples, and single 
people are all under pres¬ 
sure. That’s why I want the 
government to make an 


ambitious commitment to 
building 200,000 more 
homes and look at radical 
plans to achieve that. Right 
away we could give success¬ 
ful local authorities a ‘right 
to grow’ and give local coun¬ 
cils tools to get houses built 
on unused land.

Last Wednesday I wel¬ 
comed 18 local residents to 
Westminster. I know that for 
many people, Parliament 
seems a remote place where 
politicians go to argue with 
each other and score points. 
But there is another side to 
Parliament where MPs do 
their best to hold the govern¬ 
ment to account and repre¬ 
sent local people. 

I think it’s really impor¬ 
tant that local people have 
the opportunity to come to 
Parliament and see what 
goes on there for them¬ 
selves. I think that’s part of 
being a good MP that listens 
to local people and fights for 
local people, and it’s why I 
regularly organise trips to 
Westminster and have 


arranged visits for over 200 
people in the last year.

Glassware engraver by 
William Kny created the 
pieces while working in 
Stourbridge around 1900. 
He was the son of Fredrick 
Ludwig Kny, one of the orig¬ 
inal Bohemian glass 
engravers that settled in the 
town in the 1850s. 

He had 11 children and 
four of his sons became glass 
engravers setting up their 
own company at The Platts, 
in Brettell Lane. 

Later the brothers dis¬ 
banded their company and 
Ludwig Junior then began 
working at the well known 
Stuart Crystal works. 

William Kny took up a 
post at Webb Corbett as an 
engraver and went on to 
become a director in the 
company. 

The collection is owned by 
his granddaughter Margaret 
Tatler who found them in 
her home in Norton. 


Mrs Tatler, aged 81, lived 
with her grandfather at his 
house off Market Street, 
Kings winford. 

“I just didn’t realise how 
popular he is,” said Mrs 
Tatler who has four chil¬ 
dren, 12 grandchildren and 
six great grandchildren. 

“There were all just in a 
cupboard really and when 
we found out the family said 
they would be happy for 
them to go on display. 

“It is lovely to think that 
people will get to see them 
after all these years.”

WORK on a new base for a luxury car firm in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton will begin in the spring after planning permission for 
the development was secured. 

Porsche will move onto land on the A449 Stafford Road in 
Fordhouses after its application was given the go-ahead by 
Wolverhampton City Council. 

The site, which will be known as The Gateway, will be 
built on vacant land close to junction 2 of the M54. 

City council leaders have hailed the move as another 
boost for Wolverhampton’s economy, as it comes as work on 
a new multi-million pound engine plant for Jaguar at the 
nearby i54 business park nears completion. 


£300m plus

MORE than £300 million has already been 
spent on the controversial HS2 rail link in less 
than three years, new figures have revealed. 

Expenditure has ranged from staff wages and 
public relations to a promotional video and iPad 
covers for staff.

Alliance, which analysed the

THIRTY West Midlands 
teachers have been 
accused of having a rela¬ 
tionship with a pupil in the 
last five years.

The data is based on 
responses from 137 councils 
who were asked how many 
school staff were suspended, 
dismissed or faced discipli¬ 
nary action after being 
accused of some form of 
sexual relationship with a 
pupil.

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Derelict 
pub sold 
for more 
than £lm 

A DILAPIDATED landmark 
pub has been bought for 
more than £1.3 million. 

But uncertainty still 
hangs over the future of the 
King Arthur in Dudley with 
its Jersey-based owner still 
to publicly announce what 
will happen on the site. 

Documents from the Land 
Registry reveal a company 
called Jahorina Limited 
completed the purchase of 
the pub, on the corner of 
Birmingham New Road and 
Priory Road, for £1,320,000 
in April last year. 

Permission 

The site was purchased 
from Wolverhampton-based 
Goldleaf Leisure, which was 
dissolved in December. 

Goldleaf Leisure owner 
Amrinder Sandhu had been 
granted permission to turn 
the pub into a 70-bedroom 
hotel four years ago but the 
plan did not materialise and 
a later proposal to knock 
down the building was 
lodged. 

Ward councillor Ken 
Finch called on the pub’s 
new owner to announce 
what is planned for the site, 
which has been hit by arson 
and vandalism. 

He said: “Nothing has 
happened to the pub since it 
closed and we now have 
problems with fires and fly¬ 
tipping at the site.

Pet ban after starving dog 
was left in stinking kitchen 


STARVING and barely able to stand, a 
Staffordshire bull terrier-boxer was left to 
fend for itself in a stinking kitchen sur¬ 
rounded by its own mess. 

The dog’s owner had left the property a month earlier, 
leaving her in the care of Usmaan Hussain, who proved 


‘naive’ in his task. The dog, 
called Lou, later had to be 
put down due to behaviour 
roblems, thought to have 
een a result of ‘prolonged 
neglect’. 

After pleading guilty to 
causing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to the dog and failing to 
make sure she was provided 
with a suitable, clean envi¬ 
ronment, Hussain has been 
banned from keeping 
animals for 10 years at 
Dudley Magistrates’ Court. 

The 24-year-old, of 
Buffrey Road in Dudley, was 
also given a 12-week prison 
sentence, suspended for two 
years, for the two offences 
between April 3 and May 1 
last year, and ordered to pay 
£1,000 toward the dog’s vet¬ 
erinary bill. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, pros¬ 
ecuting for the RSPCA, said 
inspectors gained access to 
the property, in Spring 
Gardens, Dudley, on May 1. 
She said: “They saw a 
brindled dog which looked

very thin and would not 
stand up. The inspectors 
describe the house as stink¬ 
ing. The floor to the kitchen 
was covered in urine and 
faeces.” 

She said the dog was 
found to be weighing 19kg, 
while it should have weighed 
around 55kg. 

Hussain had told the 
RSPCA that the dog’s owner 
had asked him to look after 
her after moving out 
because the boiler had 
broken in the property. 

Mrs Sutton said: “The 
truth will never be known 
about who was really 
responsible for the dog but 
what we do know is she suf¬ 
fered for a long period of 
time.” 

Mr Omar Sadique, 
defending, said his client 
accepted responsibility for 
the dog’s decline but said he 
had only been looking after 
the dog for a week.

ST Peter’s Close is now a 
walkway from Lichfield Street 
to Wulfruna Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton, between the elegant 
Art Gallery facade and green 
oasis of St Peter’s Gardens. 

Before the Victorian redevelop¬ 
ment of this area, it was the ‘Old 
Churchyard’, including the path 
that leads through the gardens at 
the back of Barclays Bank to Lich 
Gates, and had many buildings 
fronting it - houses, the Cross Keys 
public house, people carrying on 
various trades. 

These included: Sarah Pauton 
(milliner), Charles Trige (tailor), 
Ann Stringer (schoolmistress), 
Thomas Lane (japanner), John 
Green (currier), Benjamin Barratt 
(sexton) Mary Clark (school-mis¬ 
tress), William Evans (coffeemill 
maker) and Edward Francis 
(labourer). 

These were shown in the 1800 
Rate Book.

ings fronting Lichfield Street were 
subject to ‘Pooler’s Dole’, a liability 
to pay 13s 4d (67p) to 40 poor people 
each Good Friday. There were 
properties which gave the right to 
‘Kneelings’ or ‘Sittings’ in St 
Peter’s Church where some pews 
were privately owned. 

Connection 

Whether the old churchyard was 
ever used as a fold, one property, 
next to where the art gallery stands 
now, had a major connection with 
the wool and cloth trade. 

It contained a recessed panel 
below a Tudor chimneystack carry¬ 
ing four coats of arms - the Royal 
Arms as borne by Henry VIII, 
Edward VI and Elizabeth I, the 
Arms of the Drapers’ Company, the 
Arms of the City of London, and the 
Arms of the Merchants of the 
Staple. 

It would have been the Waed 


Hall, where wool traders did their 
business, and was mentioned in 
1508 when the Manor Court of 
Feather stone was held there. The 
19 th century owner, William 
Turner, recognised the importance 
of the panel and promised he would 
carefully preserve it. 

He did so while he was alive, but 
record of its existence disappeared 
after he died. 

After the Lichfield Street rede¬ 
velopment, Lichfield Diocese 
granted a faculty to allow the lower 
part of the Gardens to be laid out, 
and allowed the upper part, which 
had been St Peter’s churchyard, to 
be converted into Gardens in 1937.

EVEN the most glorious of 
concerts can have you 
launched into a reverie.

I s there really space in our schedules 
for yet another celebrities-under-the- 
microscope series? 

Dancing on Ice’s final series is still 
on air, and we’ve only just said 
farewell to the latest run of Celebrity 
Big Brother. We’ve even had a brief 
run of a celeb-themed Great British 
Bake Off recently. 

But Channel 4 clearly think we need 
to see more famous faces out of their 
comfort zone - and the dozen 
handpicked for this new sporting 
reality show, hosted by Davina McCall 
and Alex Brooker, will definitely be 
that. 

With the start of Winter Olympics in 
Sochi, Russia, just a couple of weeks 
away, the broadcaster will be trying to 
get us in the mood for more snow and 
ice-based action by revealing how 12 
familiar folk get on as they undergo 
rigorous instruction in seven winter 
sports - skeleton, bobsleigh, speed 
skating, speed skiing, skier cross, 
slalom and ski jump - before 
competing against each other.

They’ve been taken to a European 
destination for filming, where Winter 
Olympians Graham Bell and Amy 
Williams have been putting them 
through their paces.

We may also get to see two other 
stars on the slopes. The original line¬ 
up included socialist Tara Palmer- 
Tompkinson and Flash Gordon actor 
Sam Jones.

But it’s 
the final challenge that really sends 
shivers down the spine. 

The programme will be broadcast 
over nine consecutive nights, and 
whichever duo score the lowest 
number of points in each edition must 
take part in the terrifying ski jump to 
secure their place in the contest. 

Good job Eddie The Eagle’ 
Edwards is on hand with advice... 

“The format is simple and 
compelling; the scale is enormous,” 
says executive producer Andrew 
Mackenzie. “I’m looking forward to 
seeing our first skier patiently waiting 
at the top of a large ski jump ramp.”

Anelka is 
charged 
by the FA 

WEST Bromwich Albion 
striker Nicolas Anelka has 
been charged by the FA after 
making a gesture considered 
to be anti-Semitic during a 
goal celebration. 

He performed the 
‘quenelle’ gesture during a 
goal celebration in West 
Bromwich Albion’s match 
against West Ham on 
December 28, and now faces 
a minimum five-match ban. 

The gesture isn’t well 
known here but it caused a 
storm across the Channel as 
it is deemed anti-Semitic by 
critics in France. 

The 34-year-old striker, 
who started in Monday 
night’s 1-1 draw with 
Everton, claimed his actions 
were in support of his friend, 
French comedian 

Dieudonne M’Bala M’Bala, 
and insisted the gesture was 
‘anti-establishment’, not 
intended to be offensive. 

But he has been charged 
by the FA. 

A statement from the FA 
on Tuesday read: “The FA 
has charged the West 
Bromwich Albion player 
Nicolas Anelka following an 
incident that occurred 
during the West Ham 
United versus West 
Bromwich Albion fixture at 
the Boleyn Ground on 
December 28. 

“It is alleged that, in the 
40th minute of the fixture, 
Anelka made a gesture 
which was abusive and/or 
indecent and/or insulting 
and/or improper, contrary to 
FA Rule E3 (1). It is further 
alleged that this is an aggra¬ 
vated breach, as defined in 
FA Rule E3 (2), in that it 
included a reference to 
ethnic origin and/or race 
and/or religion or belief. 

“Anelka has until 6pm on 
January 23 to respond to the 
charge.” Albion have 
insisted the former France 
international remains avail¬ 
able pending a decision. 
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
